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TISSUE MAKERS. 


Temporary Organization May Become 
Permanent Next February. 


The Officers of the Body—Bylaws Adopted—Conditions 
That Rule in the Market—Four Mills Have Been 
Out of Commission for Some Time—Prices 
Have Advanced Very Little. 


\ special meeting of the Tissue Paper Manufacturers’ 
Association was held on Friday of last week at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel in New York. This meeting was called to 
hear the report of a committee on organization which was 
appointed at a meeting held in New York on September 
9. The report of the committee favoring a national asso- 
ciation of tissue paper manufacturers was adopted and a 
set of bylaws drawn up for the government of the organ- 
ization approved. It was also decided to continue the 
temporary organization, with its officers, already formed 
until the first annual meeting of the associatien, which 
is to be held in New York on February 9, 1904. This 
date was selected as it is the day previous to the annual 
meeting of the American Paper and Pulp Association, 
at which time a large number of paper manufacturers 
will be in New York. 

No changes in prices were made 

The decision on the part of the tissue paper manufac- 
turers to form a national associatiog is the result of two 
meetings held for the discussion of that object. The first 
one was held in Buffalo, N. Y., July 9, the second 
in New York, September 9. At the second meeting a 
committee was appointed to draw up a plan for a national 
association and to prepare a set of bylaws. The pro- 
posed permanent association, it is understood, is not for 
the purpose of regulating the market or controlling 
prices, but is primarily a social organization, at the meet- 
ings of which trade topics and all matters of mutual trade 
interest may be discussed with freedom. All manufac- 
turers of manila, white and copying tissues are eligible 
to membership. The mutual benefit of all branches of 
the tissue business is the keynote of the new movement 
imong those identified with the manufacture of tissue 
papers 

As has been reported in connection with previous meet 
ings of the tissue men, the conditions in that branch of 
the trade have been very unusual during the past six 
months or more. These conditions were brought about 
by the curtailment of production due to the destruction 
by fire last winter of three tissue mills. In addition to 
these still another mill was put out of commission 
arly in the summer by a severe washout, the damage 
rom which has not as yet been repaired. This mill has 
been idle ever since rhe reduction in the supply of 
tissues caused by the practical wiping out of four millls 
has naturally stiffened the market on them considerably 
But notwithstanding the good demand and the shortage

PREFERENTIAL TARIFF. 


Exporters of Paper Disturbed by Ac- 
tion of New Zealand. 


Have Not Yet Had Any Official Advices and in the Absence 
of Them Shippers Are Somewhat at Sea—The 
Duties That It Is Now Sought to Impose 
on Paper Going Inte Great Britain. 





The report printed in last week’s issue of THe Paper 
TrAbDE JOURNAL announcing the imposition of a 20 per cent 
preferential tariff on imports of printing paper by the Gov- 
ernment of New Zealand caused quite a stir among ex- 
porters @f paper to the British colonies, as it is feared that 
the other colonies will follow the lead of New Zealand 
In regard to the duty no official announcement of it has 
as yet reached this country. In the absence of such official 
information the large exporters are unwilling to talk for 
publication on the subject. That such a duty has been im 
posed there is now little question. The duty is a preferen 
tial one, good against all the world except England and 
Canada. This tariff tax will, in the opinion of exporters, 
shut our paper out of New Zealand, as the margin of 
profit on such exports in ordinary times is very small. The 
principal alarm, however, in regard to the duty is caused 
by the fear that the other colonial governments will follow 
suit. The Government of Australia, it is said, is not in 
favor of import duties . 

In England, as is well known, the agitation is now on 
for a readjustment of the fiscal policy of the country, with 
a scheme for reciprocal preferential tariffs among the col 
onies. While this whole subject of protection against out 
side competition will probably not be settled in England 
for years, still it is interesting to note the proposed scale 
of duties which would be levied on imports of American 
made paper into England under the Chamberlain preferen 
tial tariff plan. On the higher grades of paper it is pro 
posed to levy a duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem. On news 
paper 10 shilkings, specific duty, per long ton is proposed 
with a 50 per cent. preferential in favor of Canada, which 
means a tax of 5 shillings per long ton on Canadian made 
news. Ten shillings in English money equals about $2.50 
in our money. While a tax to that amount on a long ton 
of 2,240 pounds of news would probably not act as an abso 
lute bar against our exports of news to England, the pay 
ment of such a tax would cut a big hole in the profits of

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REPORTS ON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Some Jobbing Centres Report an Increase in the Volume 
of Trade—Milis Are Having Enough to Do— 
Operations Hindered by Low Water. 








The nearness of the holidays has this week forced the 
buying of paper needed especially for the Christmas trade 
or for New Year’s announcements, statements, catalogues, 
&c. Because of this demand store trade with the jobbers 
has been a little more active than it was in previous weeks. 
But while there is increased activity in small sales, fhe total 
volume of business being done so far this month is some- 
what short of expectations, to say the least. The general 
report in regard to the market is therefore that trade is 
quiet. The buying that is being done is for immediate 
consumption only. This restriction in their purchases is 
attributed to a feeling of uncertainty on the part of buyers 
over the business outlook for next year, coupled with a 
hope for lower prices after the 1st of January. Whether 
these hoped for concessions from the manufacturers will 
be obtained next month depends, of course, upon the trade 
conditions prevailing at that time. Judging from present 
indications the manufacturers predict higher prices for pa- 
per in the near future. Low water in all parts of the country 
and a shortage in the ground wood supply will bring these 
about, so they claim. That there is truth in the reports in 
regard to the low state of the streams throughout the north- 
ern section of the country is amply proven by unbiased 
reports from the New England States, New York and 
Wisconsin. The insufficient water supply so late in the sea- 
son is therefore the most influential factor in the market 
situation today. The effect of the shortage in ground wood 
will naturally become manifest first in the cheaper grades 
of papers. Up to date, however, there have been no note- 
worthy changes in the quotations of ground wood papers. 
At present because of a rather quiet demand prices are 
none too firm. This lack of an active demand, in the opin- 
ion of the trade, offsets the stiffening influence on the mar- 
ket of low water. But shouid the streams continue low the 
chances are that some advances may be made within the 
next few weeks. This opinion is based on the fact that the 
production of a few big mills has been curtailed largely 
for lack of power to grind wood. One of these companies 
has been buying news paper in the market in order to sup- 
ply its own customers. The other big mill referred to man- 
ufactures high grade manilas. The officials of the latter 
company are troubled over the prospect of being unable to 
care for its trade. In addition to the two instances given 
there are many other mills more or less handicapped by 
low water. Even at Holyoke, Mass., and in the Fox River 
Valley the big paper mills are running on a restricted sup- 
ply of water. The situation in the paper industry is there- 
fore a complicated one just at present. As said above, the 
light demand about eounterbalances the effect of low water. 
All quotations remain unchanged. Tissues are the only 
ones that are positively firm. 





Holyoke Mills Running Full.

There has been little change in the condition of trade 
over last week. The mills are apparently running full, but 
in none of them is there a heavy demand for papers. 

The American Writing Paper Company states there is 
no change over last week when trade was reported as 
being somewhat light. There are enough orders on hand 
and coming in to keep all of the departments and divisions 
running. The company has a good demand for book pa- 
pers, but its five mills have been quite busy. After Jan- 
uary I the company expects to see an increase in trade. 

The Byron Weston Company at Dalton and the L. L. 
Brown Paper Company at Adams have a seasonable trade. 
It would appear from the newly organized company at 
Adams that the demand for ledgers and fine papers is 
increasing. 

The mills at Lee are also busy, and those at South 
Hadley Falls are: satisfied with the condition of trade. 
The Esleeck Manufacturing Company at Turners Falls is 
having a brisk demand for its papers. 

Business with the Parsons Paper Company still con- 
tinues excellent, the setback caused by the strike not 
having been entirely overcome. 

It is to be expected that until after January 10 business 
will be somewhat quiet. Ferry. 





Boston Trade Mere Active.

Boston, Mass., December 8, 1903. 


Business opened up very well this week with paper job- 
bing houses, mail orders being quite numerous, and store 
trade has likewise been fairly active for the past few days. 
While the volume of trade is not extra heavy jobbers say 
that a good average business is being done. Such call for 
paper as is coming to hand, dealers say, is in response to 


the needs of the present, and nothing outside of regular 
routine traffic is looked for until a few weeks after the 
new year starts in. Getting certain lines of paper to fill 
orders promptly is a cauSe of some little uneasiness, owing 
to the curtailment of production by many mills on account 
of low water. A local dealer in response to inguiry con- 
cerning the delay in filling a special order received from 
the mill today a telegram saying: “We are in sore straits 
for water; situation getting worse.” Some of the big 
manila mills of Maine were forced to close down last week 
for the lack of water and the same trouble is being ex- 
perienced throughout New England. Good, heavy rains 
are badly needed in this section and they are wanted before 
the winter freeze sets in or the paper manufacturing in- 
dustry will be greatly handicapped. The jobbing distribu- 
tion of manilas and store wrappings is very good at pres- 
ent in this market. Tissue papers seem to be getting 
scarcer from week to week, and in consequence still rule 
higher in price than in time past.

Improved Demand in Miami Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Dayton, Ohio, December 7, 1903.—Trade conditions 
have greatly improved during the past week or so and it 
is admitted, in book circles especially, that the. organiza- 
tion of the selling agency has already had its effect. 
“Heretofore,” explained a well known gentleman who is 
interested in the agency, “the jobbers bought with consid- 
erable hesitancy. While it was generally believed that 
such an associa‘ion would be formed and the various meet- 
ings were harmonious, not until the Interstate Paper Com- 
pany was fully launched could we induce the jobbers to 
believe that every effort would be extended in their behalf 
as well as in our own interests.” 

That the jobbers were slow in purchasing, probably fear- 
ing they would get a supply of unsalable goods, or product 
that could be marketed only at a loss, or without much, if 
any, profit, was certainly evidenced this week by the re- 
ceipt of larger sized orders which were surely appre- 
ciated. As usual the Miami Valley is foremost in the 
agency and its mills will rally to the support of any action 
contemplated for the good of the general trade. The de- 
mand for all grades of paper is better than it was three 
weeks ago, when somewhat of a slump was noticeable. 
Many Christmas novelties have been sold this week and are 
now being delivered. The novelty trade, as well as the 
box business, was greatly benefited. Dayton has been in 
the hands of several conventions and the city has been en 
féte. Some of the paper jobbers handsomely entertained 
2,000 Ohio retail grocers during the State convention.

Chicage Business Variable.

Business in the paper trade seems to be of a variable 
character. The first two days of last week trade was said 
by some of the jobbers to be good, but later there appeared 
to be a slackness. The average is fairly good, however. 
lt seems that there is a lot of heavy trade at this time of 


the year, and this will help out to a considerable extent. 
While business is satisfactory, it is said to be not quite so 
good as it was at this time last year. One leading jobber, 
while approving of the above statement, asserted that on 
the whole average for the year he thought the gain over 
the previous year’s business would amount to from 5°to 8 
per cent. 

October and November were good months. It is the 
usual custom for manufacturers to get out their catalogue 
work in the summer, when business is slack; but this year, 
it seems, owing to uncertain labor conditions and other 
disturbing elements, this work was deferred in many in- 
stances until fall, making the fall demand for this reason 
so much heavier. 

One element which, curiously enough, is said to have 
made a better demand than usual for book paper is the in- 
crease in the subscription book trade. The causes leading 
up to this are said to be the closing down of certain busi- 
ness enterprises and the throwing of numbers of men out 
of employment. When everyone is busy and men are prof- 
itably employed it is not easy to get men to canvass for 
books on subscription, and workers are the life of the sub- 
scription book trade. With men willing to undertake more 
or less precarious pursuits, the subscription book men have 
been able to get canvassers, hence the business has flour- 
ished. Another reason: When there is doubt in the finan- 
cial sky buyers husband their cash, and $2 a month is a good 
deal less than $20 down. All this is said by a thoughtful 
paper man to have stimulated the use of an increased quan- 
tity of book paper. 

The wrapping paper market is said to be in good condi- 
tion, with a large demand for the better grades of wrap- 
pings appropriate to the oncoming season of good cheer. 

The papers are all full of holiday advertisements and the 
Christmas editions are being issued or figured upon and the 
paper ordered. To illustrate: A leading store in Chicago 
last week took four whole pages in a morning paper for 
its Christmas annountement, and took thousands of addi- 
tional copies to send to its patrons as a special reminder. 
Trade in news is good. M. 


Paper Company’s Building Collapses. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 


CLeveLand, Ohio, December 7, 1903.—On Wednesday 
of last week the rear portion of the four floors of the 
Union Paper and Twine Company’s building gave way, 
and the floors and their contents, one after the other, 
dropped into the cellar. 

Three persons were injured. 

Henry Palmer, the aged elevator operator, was running 
the elevator from the third story to the ground floor. 
The car was half way between the first and second floors 
when the crash came. Palmer feared that the whole 
building was doomed, and through a cloud of dust he 
leaped over an elevator gate into the darkness below. 
He alighted on the ground floor and was dragged out in 
a semi-conscious condition. 

William R. Droege, city solicitor for the company, had 
a miraculous escape also. He was on his way from the 
second to the third floor, climbing the stairs in the rear 
of the building, when everything seemed to give way 
under him. The stairs even broke away and he was 
pitched downward, while bricks fell all about him. 
Droege claims that his hat saved his life. It was crushed 
in by falling bricks, while several others struck him upon 
the shoulder and back. He will recover from his injuries. 

George Zingleman, of No. 230 Liberty street, was taken 
into a nearby drug store, where his injuries were attend- 
ed to. e€ was in the rear portion of the building at the 
time, attending to some of the shipping arrangements for 
the following day. His injuries are not considered seri- 
ous, although he was precipitated into a pile of débris. 

There were tons of paper of all kinds on all the floors 
in the rear of the building. The police and fire wardens 
feared that the whole building would collapse and or- 
dered all of the employees of the company, including the 
officials, out of the St. Clair street end of the building 
as quickly as possible. The walls continued to crack and 
the front walls bulged slightly. Ropes were stretched in 
front at the curb and in the rear to keep pedestrians 
away from the structure, for it was feared that there might 
be a further collapse at any moment.

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THE WESSON-PLUNKETT CASE. 


Mr. Plunkett Says That He Has Not Paid Any Money Nor 
Has He Authorized Anyone to Settle 
the Case for Him.

The settlement of the suit of D. B. Wesson, of Spring- 
field, against William B. Plunkett, of Adams, for $100,000, 
which was an outgrowth of the sale of bonds of the White 
Mountain Paper Company, has stirred up not a little 
flurry in Western Massachusetts. Mr. Plunkett denies 
that he was a party to the settlement, and the attorney for 
Mr. Wesson intimates that if the former president of the 
White Mountain Company is not ready to quit the plaintiff 
in the case is perfectly willing to go on with the suit. 

Mr. Plunkett said in relation to the settlement last week: 

“I have never paid, nor promised to pay, Mr. Wesson 
$1 in settlement of any suit or claim he has against me 
or as consideration of the discontinuance of his action 
against me, nor have I authorized anyone to pay him $1 
for me; neither have I asked him to discontinue any action 
he has brought against me. If, as reported, Mr. Wesson 
has accepted $50,000 in settlement of his claim of $100,000 
against the White Mountain Paper Company, he has not 
been paid this sum, nor any part of it, by me, and the fact 
that he accepted 50 cents on the dollar in settlement is an 
admission on his part that he had no valid claim against 
me. 

“So far as this suit is concerned, I have this to say: Mr. 
Wesson claimed that he underwrote his bonds, relying on 
the fact that I was a party to the underwriting agreement 
at this time. The fact is that I did not subscribe to the 
underwriting agreement until two months after Mr. Wes- 
son subscribed. And Mr. Wesson’s subscription was con- 
ditional upon his procuring for the Cheney Bigelow Wire 
Works, a corporation’ in which he was largely interested, 
the contract for wires for the White Mountain Paper 
Company, and the White Mountain Paper Company did 
so agree with the said Cheney Bigelow Wire Works, and 
contracted with that corporation to supply all the wires 
for the paper company. 

“I never talked with Mr. ‘Wesson and never saw him 
about this matter, and no one was authorized by me to 
see him or talk with him in my behalf about his subscrip- 
tion for the bonds of the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany, or to make any representations to him regarding 
said company, or my relations to said company, or the 
underwriting of its bonds.” 

It seems to be the general opinion in Western Massa- 
chusetts that the settlement was made by the North Amer- 
ican Trust Company, of New York, which is credited with 
buying Wesson’s bonds for $50,000 under the agreement 
that the suit be dropped. 

In connection with the suit and purchase of bonds by the 
trust company, President Thorne is quoted as saying: 

“You must pardon me from giving any details regard- 
ing this matter, for it would be a breach of business eti- 
quette. I will say, however, that the case has been satis- 
factorily settled to all parties concerned.” He added 
that there was just one more suit pending on the same 
lines, and he anticipated an early settlement of it. Asked 
to name those interested in the suit, he declined, as in the 
Plunkett case, to give any further information. 

Charles W. Bosworth, attorney for Mr. Wesson, has 
made the following statement in the matter, which it 
would seem would close the case: 

“In connection with the sale by Mr. Wesson of his 
bonds of the White -Mountain Paper Company, there was 
demanded a discontinuance of the suit against Mr. Plun- 
kett and a release under seal of all liability of Mr. 
Plunkett which might exist in connection with the pur- 
chase or ownership of these bonds by Mr. Wesson. 

“Since the execution of this release under seal by Mr. 
Wesson it seems to be intimated in the ngwspapers that 
Mr. Plunkett now has his armor on and is breathing de- 
fiance. I called at the office of his attorneys, Carroll & 
McClintock, this morning and told Mr. Carroll that if his 
client did not wish an entry of ‘neither party’ in the ac- 
tion at law to communicate with me this afternoon. A 
few hours later Charles E. Hibbard, of Pittsfield, attorney 
ior Mr. Plunkett, called at my office with a consent for 
an entry of ‘neither party’ in the action at law, and a con- 
sent that the bill in equity brought to reach the interest 
of Mr. Plunkett in the firm of W. C. Plunkett & Sons be 
dismissed without costs, which I signed. 

“If Mr. Plunkett is still desirous of an exhibition trial, 
perhaps some bondholder who is in periect health can be 
found to satisfy the desire.” 

A brief history of the case is that the plaintiff alleged 
that he was induced to subscribe for $90,000 par value of 
the bonds of the White Mountain Paper Company through 
the false representations of Mr. Plunkett. It was alleged

that when Mr. Plunkett subscribed for the bonds he per- 
sonally never intended to pay for them, and that he con- 
spired with other persons and corporations to secure pay- 


ment on the bonds subscribed for by the plaintiff and did 
secure such payment. The plaintiff by the agreement was 
not required to pay the amount subscribed until $5,000,000 
of bonds had been subscribed, and alleged that through 
the nominal subscription of the defendant and other parties 
and corporations this amount was fraudulently subscribed. 
He, therefore, sought to recover damages from the de- 
fendant, deeming the bonds, if not worthless, of much less 
value than the $90,000 paid for them. The plaintiff in his 
declaration said that the defendants made a certain con- 
tract in which it was stipulated that the defendant should 
receive as president of the company a yearly salary of 
$25,000 for five years, the salary to begin as soon as 
$5,000,000 par value had been subscribed for under the 
terms of the underwriting agreement; that the defendant 
made certain other agreements wherein the defendant was 
promised large commissions for the use of his name in in- 
ducing the plaintiff and other persons to subscribe for the 
bonds of the company. Ferry. 


The Paper Products Company. 

The Paper Products Company is this week settling 
down to business in its new quarters on the seventh floor 
of the Whitehall Building, 17 Battery place. Furniture 
for the offices was moved in on Monday of this week. 
Most of the desks, chairs, &c., with which the offices of 
the selling company are now fitted up were sold to the 
Paper Products Company by the United Box Board and 
Paper Company. In addition to the furniture sold the lat- 
ter company has leased a part of its selling force to the 
Paper Products Company. Charles W. Bell is the man- 
ager of sales of the new company. Mr. Bell's assistants 
are A. H. Dougall, W. S. Stedman and W. G: Shortess. 
These gentlemen are officially known as sales agents of 
the Paper Products Company. Messrs. Dougall and 
Stedman have been Mr. Bell’s assistants in the sales de- 
partment of the United since its organization. Mr. 
Shortess has been manager of sales of the Piermont 
Paper Company, of Piermont, N. Y. Besides the sales 
department the new company has an auditing depart- 
ment, with W. E. Burdakin in charge. His title, how- 
ever, will be that of cashier. For the present these are 
the only two departments that will be maintained by the 
Paper Products Company. W. J. Alford, the secretary 
and treasurer of the company, will be at the offices of the 
company in the Whitehall Building each day. President 
Barber will also spend some time there. 

In regard to the scale of commissions to be allowed 
the distributing trade, it was intimated this week by an 
official of the company that a satisfactory arrangement 
had been made with the dealers and brokers. The amount 
of the allowed the trade was not 
stated. It is understood, that the brokers 
have been allowed the scale of commissions printed in 
Tue Paper TRADE JouRNAs last week, and that the deal- 
ers who maintain stores or carry a stock were given an 
extra 5 per cent. over and above the commissions al- 
lowed the brokers.

Water Pollution Case. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, December 7, 1903.—The injunction and 
damage case oi the Standard Bag and Paper Company 
against the city, in which the paper concern sought to have 
the city enjoined from emptying sewers into Kingsbury 
Run, has been decided by the Circuit Court partly in the 
city’s favor and partly in the favor of the plaintiff. The 
injunction order was refused, but the paper company was 
awarded damages to the extent of $6,600. This is sub- 
stantially an affirmation of the lower court's decision, made 
by Judge Tilden last term. ‘The city will carry the case up 
to the Supreme Covrt, according to Solicitor Estep. 

The contention of the Standard Bag and Paper Com- 
pany is that the city, by polluting the waters of the stream 
at a point abve the site of the plaintiff’s factory, had ren- 
dered it unfit for use in the manufacture of paper.

Will Work for an Open Shop, No Sympathy Strikes, No 
Restrictions on Number of Apprentices or 
Output and No Union Label. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, December 7, 1903.—The most important 
session held by the Citizens’ Industrial Association of 
America, which was formally launched in Chicago, was 
concluded in this city last Saturday, when the executive 
committee appointed by D. M. Parry, the president, of 
Indianapolis, decided to strictly draw the lines of battle 
between capital and labor. Inasmuch as the association 
empowered the committee to take final action, the local 
meeting was considered a most important beginning of a 
warfare against the labor unions. Resolutions and a plat- 
form were adopted, and there is no mistaking their mean- 
ing. At the banquet, which was held at the Dayton Club 
and which was attended by paper manufacturers and rep- 
resentatives of allied industries, many important utter- 
ances were made by leading manufacturers of many States. 
Colorado, New York and several Northern and Southern 
and many Central States were represented. Mr. Parry, 
who has achieved a national reputation as an opponent of 
unionists, reiterated his statements. A. C. Marshall, of 
this city, was elected secretary of the association at a sal- 
ary of $10,000 per year. The headquarters will be located 


in Indianapolis, where the next meeting will be held in 
February, 1904, by which time the work is expected to be 
under full swing. Inasmuch as Secretary Marshall refused 
to remove his residence to Indianapolis, it was decided to 
establish the “educational headquarters” in Dayton, from 
which point information will be disseminated to manufac- 
turers representing every known line throughout the 
United States. 

Briefly stated the association has announced four basic 
principles, viz., an open shop, no sympathy strikes, no re- 
striction in the number of apprentices and output, and the 
enforcement of the law. 

The association practically issues an edict that the walk- 
ing delegate must go, while it decided also to petition 
Congress to reject the eight hour law when that measure 
comes before it. A labor information bureau is to be 
maintained in this city, and this is said to substantially 
amount to a general black list. M. V. 


Crescent Egg Case Factory Burned.

No objection was made to 
the adjudication. Gensle Brothers made an assignment on 
November 13 last.

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PHILADELPHIA TRADE UNITED. 


It Takes Concerted Action on Price of Gray Express Wrap- 
ping and om Advances to Be Charged on 
Broken Reams in All Grades. 





[FROM OUR REGULA® CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, December 8, 1903.—The Philadelphia 
paper trade has during recent years been criticised, or at the 
very least discussed, from within and without because of 
its failure to become a united whole either through a trade 
organization—several times attempted, but never con- 
cluded—or through common action for the common good. 
Within the week, however, there has taken place, spon- 
taneously almost, the very thing which never before was 
possible—united action on a matter of business regula- 
tion. For the first time in the history of the local trade 
at least in a half score years, all the paper houses, without 
a single exception, have signed an agreement fixing prices. 
and all have stood by that agreement as a man. Philadel- 
phia, however, is so modest about herself that it only be- 
came known when this stand was taken that a week or two 
before there had been similar action on a question of 
price fixing even greater in its application than that acted 
upon this week, 

For a long time there has existed an admitted demor- 
alization in the sale of the New York and Pennsylvania 
Company's gray express wrapping, a staple article and 
sold to all jobbers alike. Prices had been so cut that the 
paper was handled almost without any profit. During the 
last week, however, an agreement was circulated among 
the trade and the signature of every house placed to it, 
that this paper should not be sold for less than 3% cents. 
The condition was imposed in the agreement, subject to 
the approyal of the New York and Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, that no paper should be sold to any house failing to 
sign the agreement. This condition has just been ap- 
proved by the company, and the agreement is now effect- 
ive and enforced. 

The other agreement is made plain in the following an- 
nouncement sent by all paper houses to their customers: 

“In accordance with the action of the paper manufac- 
turers and dealers of Philadelphia, we beg to notify the 
printing and publishing trade and buyers in general of 
the following schedule of prices on broken reams: 


“Less than a ream of wrapping, news, manila, book, 
cover or enameled paper, one-half cent per pound over 
regular price. 

“Less than a ream of writing or flat paper of any de- 
scription, linen, bonds and ledgers, I cent per pound over 
regular price. First class ledgers and bonds, 10 per cent., 
less discount. Cardboard in less quantity than 100 sheets 
and cut cards in less quanity than 1,000, no discount from 
listed price. 

“These changes are necessitated by the loss and waste to 
all dealers on broken reams.” 

This action was taken in response to a long existing 
nuisance. When I. N. Megargee, therefore, took the initi- 
ative the agreement was at once signed by the following 
houses, constituting a practically complete directory of 
the Philadelphia jobbers; A. G. Elliot & Co., the 
Jessup & Moore Paper Company, I. N. Megargee 
& Co., Thomas W. Price Company, Garrett-Buchanan 
Company, A. Hartung & Co., Dill & Collins Com- 
pany, R. P. Molten & Co., C. S. Garrett & Son 
Company, Magarge & Green Company, Chas. Beck 
Paper Company, Limited, Curtis & Brother, Philip 
Rudolph & Son, Wolf Brothers, Holten & Collins, Riegel 
& Co., Thomas M. Royal & Co., Wm. H. George, Butler 
& Smythe, American Standard Paper Company, D. L 
Ward & Co., Wilkinson Brothers & Co., Incorporated, 
Paper Manufacturers Company, A. M. Collins Manufac- 
turing Company, Whiting Paper Company, Scott Paper 
Company, E. H. Hults, Jr., J. B. Thomas & Co. and W. 
L. Rodelheim. 


Commenting upon these actions, J. B. Mitchell, of A. G. 
Elliot & Co., the first, as the senior house, to sign, said: 
“For years the questions now settled have been before the 
jobbing trade for solution, and though many efforts were 
made none were successful. There were always one or 
two or more houses which refused to sign, some even de- 
claring that they would not sign any agreement of any 
nature, though perhaps they might, without signing, abide 
by the agreement made, because in the past it had been 
found that even written agreements were not observed. It 
is good to know that there does not exist among the job- 
bing trade any house which does not enjoy the confidence 
of all. I believe a precedent has been set, and hereafter 
the trade will stand together on questions of trade bene- 
fit.” E. R. G.

A Suit for Dissolution of Company—Petitioners Represent 
Majerity of Company’s Stock—Petition Says That 
Company Is in Straitened Circumstances. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Dayton, Ohio, December 7, 1903.—Suit for the dissolu- 
tion of the Dayton Globe Iron Works Company was 
brought in the local courts last Saturday by dissatisfied 
stockholders who claim the corporation is in straitened 
circumstances. The company is one of the best known in 
the country, and was organized many years ago for the 
manufacture of turbine wheels, water plants and paper 
mill machinery. The capital stock is $200,000, divided 
into shares of $100 each. The subscribed and issued stock 
paid in amounts to $123,100. : 

The petitioners represent one-fifth of the stockholders 
and include R. R. Dickey, Jr., the president and general 
manager; E. M. Thacker, Newton Thacker, H. C. Graves, 
John Harries, S. J. Patterson and Charles E. Mentel. 
The defendants in the action are William M. Mills, who 
for many years was the superintendent; Arthur Stein, of 
Cincinnati, who is interested in other paper mill indus- 
tries; Aaron and Samuel Blau, paper stock dealers; Ethel 
Simonds, William M. Wolf, C. A. Eck, George Harsh- 
man, E. P. Matthews and W. S. McConnaughey, admin- 
istrator of the late F. M. Heister, who for several years 
acted as secretary of the company. 

The petition says that “the company is in straitened 
circumstances financially, and with the present stringency 
in the money market it is unable to carry on the business.” 

Mr. Dickey refuses to put his name to additional paper 
in bank, being now an endorser for $80,000 of the company’s 
paper. Other responsible members of the company also 
refuse to affix their names. There is a mortgage of $63,- 
ooo on the plant, the bonds of which are held by Mr. 
Dickey, his wife and John Horner. Other liabilities 
amount to $17,000, and are composed chiefly of open ac- 
counts. No dividend has been paid since 1893, when a 
3 per cent. dividend was declared. 

It is claimed that dissatisfaction exists among the 
stockholders and that a dissolution of the company is 
imperative, 


The stock of the plaintiffs is divided as follows: R. R. 
Dickey, Jr., 518; H. C. Graves, 30; E. M. Thacker, 147; 
S. J. Patterson, 17; John Harries, 113; C. E. Mentel, 10;

British Wood Pulp Association. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Lonpon, November 26, 1903.—The seventh annual meet- 
ing and banquet of the British Wood Pulp Association was 
held in the Midland Hotel, Manchester, on November 109, 
H. B. Wood presiding in the absence of Captain Parting- 
con, the president. 

J. Y. Henderson proposed, on behalf of the executive 
committee, “That this association agrees to the formation 
of a joint arbitration court on the lines laid down in the 
committee’s report.” The committee set forth that they 
thought it advisable to try to bring about the formation 
of an arbitration court consisting of members of the vari- 
ous associations concerned for the purpose of nominating 
an arbitrator when appealed to by disputing parties, with 
the object of minimizing friction. A joint conference of 
two members of the committee and two members of the 
Paper Makers’ Association committee was therefore held 
for the purpose of drawing up a scheme, and the result 
was the suggestion of: 

“A joint committee of the Paper Makers’ and British 
Wood Pulp associations to sit to appoint sole arbitrator to 
settle any dispute connected with the wood pulp trade 
which may be submitted to them. 

“The dispute to be submitted, if possible, on a form 
mutually agreed by the parties. Failing that, both parties 
will send in a submission form. 

“The duty of the joint committee will be to appoint a 
suitable person to decide the matter in dispute, whose de- 
cision shall be final. 

“The committee will consist of four members appointed 
by each association, three to form a quorum. 

“The fees to be settled by the joint committee, a per- 


centage of which will be set aside for the committee’s ex- 
penses.” 

The resolution was adopted by a unanimous vote. 

F. E. R. Becker proposed the appointment of a joint 
committee of the Paper Makers’ Association, the Scan- 
dinavia Associations and the British Wood Pulp Asso- 
ciation, the representatives of the latter to be nominated 
by the executive committee, having plenary powers to 
draw up and adopt a uniform scheme for sampling and 
testing pulp for moisture. 

This resolution was also adopted by a unanimous vote 

The annual election resulted as follows: President, 
Edward Partington; vice presidents, Frank Lloyd, A. E 
Reed, C. D. Eckman, C. T. Owen, C. T. Craig, W. G 
Taylor, L. P. Andrews, H. D. Wood and J. Y. Hender- 
son; honorary secretary, F. Ey R. Becker, and honorary 
treasurer, C. F. Douch. 

The annual banquet was held in the evening, 240 sit 
ting at the tables.

Beating Engine—Calendering Machine—Pottery Tissue and 
Process of Producing Same—Roll 
Paper Package. 


Edward A. Jones, Pittsfield, Mass., has been granted 
patent No. 745,859, on an improved beating engine. 

The object of the present invention is to provide a new 
and improved beating engine which is simple and durable 
in construction and arranged to insure a proper circula- 
tion of the pulp or stock in the vat and to cause the stock 
to readily flow to the discharge pipe when emptying the 
vat without requiring manually actuated rakes for push- 
ing the stock to the discharge pipe 

Fig. 1 is a plan view of the improvement. Fig. 2 is a 
sectional side elevation of the same on the line of 2 2 of 
Fig 1, and Fig. 3 is an enlarged transverse section of the 
same on the line 3 3 of Fig. 1. 

In the vat A of the beating engine is mounted a rotat- 
ing beating drum (not shown). and at the rear of the 
beating drum is arranged a backfall B, extending from 
one side of the vat to a mid-feather C. Under the rear 
wall of the backfall B is arranged a pressure chamber D, 
formed with a jet opening D’ for discharging water under 
pressure into and under the pulp or stock at the bottom 
of the vat and in the direction in which the pulp is flow- 
ing, owing to the action of the beating drum. This pres- 
sure chamber D is connected at the side adjacent to the 
side of the vat with a supply pipe E, connected at its 
outer end with a suitable water supply under pressure. 
The end of the pressure chamber D adjacent to the mid- 
feather C is connected with a second pressure chamber G, 
discharging into the vat on the return side of the mid- 
feather C. 

The congection F extends around the upper or back 
end of the mid-feather C, and the pressure chamber has 
its discharge opening arranged to open into the pulp on 
the return side of the mid-feather either in the direction 
in which the pulp is flowing (see Fig. 1) or at right 
angles thereto or at any angle between the two positions 
just referred to, it being, however, understood that in 
either case the water passing out of the chamber G under 
pressure assists in the thorough mixing of the pulp and 
to cause the pulp to flow toward the discharge opening 
(not shown) in the lower end of the vat. It is further 


understood that the strongest current on the return side 
of the vat is at or near the rear side of the vat, and there 
is a tendency of the pulp to become sluggish or dead 
along the mid-feather, and hence when the water issues 
from the chamber G at the return side of the mid- 
feather it carries the more sluggish or dead pulp near the 
mid-feather along and over into the strong current at the 
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Jones Beatinc ENGINE. 


rear of the vat. As shown in the drawings, the connec- 
tion F is U shaped, and the chamber G has its opening 
extending over the fillet C’ on the return side of the mid- 
feather, so as to form a reduced jet opening, as plainly 
shown in Fig. 3, for the water under pressure to pass out 
of the chamber G into and under the pulp at the return 
side of the mid-feather C. The pressure chamber G may 


be extended any desired distance along the return side 
of the mid-feather C, it being understood, however, that 
the chamber discharges into the pulp somewhere between 
the ends of the mid-feather on the return side thereof. 

In a former patent granted to the inventor he made 
use of the pressure chamber D, the same as in the pres 
ent case, to start the pulp around the upper end of the 
vat, but by having the second jet of water engaging th: 
pulp at the return side of the vat and directing the jet ir 
the manner described it is evident that the pulp is forced 
down the return side toward the discharge pipe or open 
ing without the use of a rake in the hands of an operator 

It will further be seen that by the arrangement de 
scribed the position and construction of the mid-feathe: 
C are not disturbed whatever, and by having the top oi 
the return connection F and that of the chamber G bey 
eled or concaved, as shown in Fig. 3, it is evident that 
the return connection and chamber do not materially re 
tard the flow of the pulp from the backfall B to the re 
turn side of the vat.

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Incidents in Foreign Trade. 


New Zealand heretofore admitted printing paper free 
of duty, no matter whether it was made in Great Britain 
or elsewhere. Now, by recent action of .its authorities, it 
has imposed a duty of 20 per cent, on printing paper 
coming from mills other than those in Great Britain. 
This rather disturbs shippers who are sending United 
States paper to New Zealand, and at this writing they are 
unable to act intelligently, as they have not yet received 
That 
the imposition of such a preferential tariff will injure the 


official advices as to the exact terms of the tariff. 


sales of United States paper in New Zealand is not doubt- 
ed unless present conditions are changed materially, 
and if the action of New Zealand is followed by that of 
other English colonies and by Great Britain itself, there 
will undoubtedly be a rearrangement of matters so far 
as our shipments to British markets are concerned. 

British papers note with satisfaction that there has been 
a substantial increase in the shipment of British paper to 
New Zealand, and it is expected that the preferential tariff 
will assist in diverting business to the British manufac- 
turer. According to the Board of Trade returns there was 
shipped to New Zealand from Great Britain during the ten 
months ended October 31, 1903, imported writing and 
printing paper and envelopes to the value of £79,608, an in- 
crease of £21,116, compared with the corresponding period 
of last year. The new tariff increases by one-half the du- 
ties on foreign paper, paper hangings, &c., and on printing 
paper, hitherto free, it imposes on foreign product a duty 
of 20 per cent. 

The British manufacturer is cheerful not only over this 
prospective business, but his home business has improved, 
and, according to the Board of Trade, the returns from 
trade unions, having a total membership of 2,332, showed 
that 2.5 per cent were unemployed at the end of October, 
as compared with 2.8 per cent. at the end of September 
and 2.2 per cent at the end of October last year. 

This year the British paper manufacturer will celebrate 
Christmas with a bit more than his usual amount of cheer- 
fulness, and will thank his special Santa Claus for brighter 


prospects than were in evidence a year ago. 


Broken Reams. 


Recently the New York jobbing houses reached an 
agreement as to the difference in price to be charged for 
paper sold in broken and unbroken reams, the written 
agreement being signed by all the houses of any impor- 
tance in the New York trade. The result has not only 
been benelicial to the New Yorkers, but set a good ex- 
ample to the Philadelphia brethren, who have not been 
slow to appreciate the advantages of such an agreement. 
They have subscribed to a document regulating the dif- 
ference in price to be charged between broken and un- 
broken reams, and it is certainly hoped that all the 
dealers in both cities will live up to the terms of the 
agreement in every respect. 

There is every reason for an advance in price when 
a ream is broken. In the selling of paper in broken 
lots there is more expense for handling, for accounting, 
the waste is greatly increased, and in many ways it costs 
the paper dealer more to market his wares in broken 
reams. He is entitled to recompense for all this, which 
is merely for the convenience or advantage of the buyer, 
and we are glad to see that the dealers not only recog- 
nize the evil but have applied the proper remedy. Now 
the main point is to see that the application is permanent 
and not merely temporary. 


How to Make Pulp. 
Once in a while a daily newspaper undertakes to tell its 
The Post-Standard, 
is the latest one to disclose trade se- 


readers how pulp and paper dre made. 
of Syracuse, N. Y., 
crets. In its issue of December 6, in the course of a long 
article on the industry in Northern New York, it says: 
“There is a marked difference between wood pulp and 
sulphite pulp. ‘The former is wood finely ground and 
beaten up and by the addition of water reduced to a pulpy 
state, while in the case of sulphite pulp the sulphuric acid 
gas literally cooks the wood, taking out all the resin and 
leaving only the fibre. In the manufacture of wood pulp 


the chunks of spruce or balsam are thrown into a grinder, 






which minces them in quick order. The product is then 
put into tubs and thoroughly beaten up. It is in the heat- 
ing stage that the sulphide is added and thoroughly mixed 
in. The larger the proportion of sulphide to wood pulp 
the finer the quality of the paper.” 

This is just a bit ahead of the attempt of a New Orleans 
paper a couple of years ago, and is therefore entitled to the 
record. Is it any wonder that the average reader of a daily 
paper knows so little about paper and pulp making when 
such misinformation is prepared for his perusal? 





The latest disaster in the way of a building collapse, due 
to overloading of paper, occurred in Cleveland last week, 
and while its predecessors seem to have failed to do so, it 
should direct the attention of the trade to this danger. 
Paper and paper boards are piled in structures never in- 
tended to bear such weights, or if so intended are in many 
instances only supported by temporary work, and it is very 
easy for the load to be overestimated. It is also very easy 
to assert that the building will carry the increased load, the 
assertion being founded more on hope and expectation than 
on any facts revealed by proper investigation. Every paper 
dealer or user should make sure that the building for 
which he is responsible is not overloaded. It is only when, 
after thorough examination, he assures himself that such 
is the fact that he is justified in placing his own life and 
those of his employees in the keeping of the safety of the 
structure. 





A black haired young man is reported to have been 
engaged in swindling people connected with industries al- 
lied to pulp and paper by soliciting subscriptions for THE 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL, saying that if the money were paid 
in advance to him he would accept $2 for a year’s subscrip- 
tion in lieu of $4, the regular price. In one case at least 
he gave a receipt, but‘suceeded in getting it back into his 
possession on some pretext and then walked out with both 
money and receipt. It is almost needless to add that the 
black haired young man is a fraud and should be turned 
over to the police. 


Last week we reported that a settlement had been 
reached in the Wesson-Plunkett case growing out of trans- 
actions in White Mountain Paper Company’s bonds. Later 
Mr. Plunkett issued a statement that he had not paid any 
money to settle the case, nor had he authorized ahyone to 
do so for him. Under the circumstances it would seem as 
though someone had 50,000 or 60,000 reasons for paying for 
a settlement of the case, and that that someone was not the 
defendant. To say the least, the action of this unknown 
someone is peculiar. 





The questions of moisture and of sampling and testing 
are ever live topics in the British market. At the recent 
meeting of the British Wood Pulp Association resolutions 
were passed looking to the enlisting of the pulp and paper 
associations in establishing a court of arbitration to settle 
disputes and also to provide better and more acceptable 
regulations governing sampling and testing. If the two 
trades, the pulp men and the paper men, would work to- 
gether.in these efforts much good could be accomplished.

The tissue paper manufacturers have been getting to- 
gether, and if the trutly be told it is time they did. Four 
mills have been out of commission for some time, but even 
with the product coming on the market reduced by the 
extent of their capacity, prices have not until recently been 
strong. They are firm now, but the advances made have 
been small, and it is claimed that the tissue manufacturer 
is not now getting an adequate return for his money. 





The Association of Vienna Paper Dealers has issued a 
circular to its members advising them not to participate 
in any exhibition instituted by private parties, the opinion 
being expressed that 1.0 advantage would be reaped by 
exhibiting, as the introduction of the manufacturer to the 
consumer direct was not to the interest of the members of 
the association.

Birp BickForD. 

Soutn Benp, Ind., December 7, 1903.—Bird Bickford, 
once a paper manufacturer at Marseilles, Ill., died here 
last Saturday, after a six weeks’ illness. He was proprie- 
tor of the New Sheridan Hotel, in which he died. 

He was born in Pennsylvania about fifty-eight years ago.

He also organized the Marseilles Paper Company, 
but in 1883 or 1884 Mr. Bickford failed. He afterward 
moved, first to Chicago and later here, where he engaged 
in the hotel business. 

He is survived by a widow, a son and a daughter. 





Bagasse as Paper Making Material. 


New Oreans, La. December 7, 1903.—Representatives 
of two concerns have been in New Orleans within the past 
two weeks prospecting for the erection of mills in New 
Orleans or vicinity for the manufacture of all grades of 
paper from bagasse ‘These two firms are the Wallace- 
Jaastad-Drewsen Company, of New York, and the Fibre 
30ard Company, of Boston. Both of them have made more 
or less definite arrangements here through their authorized 
representatives for the erection here this winter or next 
spring of at least two plants. 

E. Tennant Lee, representing the Boston company, an- 
nounced definitely before he left that his company would 
erect a plant near the city before next season, and the com- 
pany authorizes the statement that it is willing to pay $1 a 
ton for all the bagasse in Louisiana available this year. The 
address of the firm, for all who desire to correspond with 
them ‘in regard to this offer, is 178 Devonshire street, Bos- 
ton, Mass. aT 

The plan of the company is to take care of the entire 
available bagasse crop produced in the State. It will have 
a central plant in New Orleans or vicinity, and pulp mills 
throughout the State near every cane plantation of any size. 
The pulp mills will take the bagasse from the planter’s mill, 
reduce it to a pulp and ship it to the central plant, where 
it will be manufactured into paper board by this com- 
pany. The plant will be of such size that it will be able to 
handle 20 tons of pulp daily. It is expected that the mill 
will be in operation by February. 

The Boston Fibre Board Company will make a peculiar 
kind of paper board from the fibre of bagasse. Such a 
product has been made from this material before; but the 
difficulty in the way of making a good, merchantable arti- 
cle, such as is made from wood pulp, is the layer df silica 
surrounding the stalk, By a process of its own this com- 
pany, it *is*said, has been able to eliminate this silica, and 
in consequence the board of its manufacture is in every 
way equal to the other standard article. This process was 
invented by Tennant Lee, who represents the company 
here. 

The chief article of manufacture is a keg or barrel of 
this paper board material, which has the advantage of 
not requiring hoops, of being very light and practically in- 
destructible. The kegs and barrels are of straight cylin- 
drical shape, not bulging like the ordinary article, and can 
be made of any desired length, the cylinders being turned 
out continuously by the mill and cut into any desired 


length, and headed. The barrel cannot leak and will stand 
almost any pressure, having withstood a test pressure of 
1,000 pounds from the inside. Its cost is also very much 
less than the wooden keg of commerce, it being possible 
to manufacture a small keg of regulation dimensions for 
20 cents and less. A contract is pending with the Dupont 
Powder Company, of Dupont, Del., for making the paper 
cylinders for powder. 

The Wallace-Jaastad-Drewsen Company, represented by 
Messrs. Wallace and Drewsen, spent a week here and made 
careful investigations, but concluded no definite contract 
with any one firm or person. When they left Mr. Drewsen 
stated that kis firm would erect a plant here in the spring; 
but so far as it is possible to learn they made no definite 
arrangements for'a location. Charles Godchaux has, how- 
ever, a contract to forward them two carloads of bagasse 
as an experiment, and if the paper they make from it ful- 
fills their claims, considerable local capital will be interested 
in the enterprise. But this firm is entirely independent of 
local capital, as Mr. Drewsen stated before he left, and will, 
if they so decide, erect a plant here regardless of whether 
the local mercantile interests come in or not. Through its 
representatives this firm made verbal propositions to two 
large plantations in this neighborhood, the Kenilworth 
Plantation, through Mr. Campbell, manager, and to Gov- 
ernor Warmoth. ‘Their proposition to Mr. Campbell was 
to install a large $100,000 addition to his mill by which they 
could take the bagasse as it came from the crusher and con- 
vert it into pulp. Mr. Campbell, however, informed them 
that he could take no action without the consent of his 
board of directors in England, and that they would have to 
write them and obtain their consent before he could say 
anything in regard to it. Mr. Campbell disclaims any 
knowledge of whether they did write the directors or not. 

Messrs. Drewsen and Wallace also approached General 
Warmoth. General Warmoth uses the diffusion process, 
and the bagasse is finer than sawdust when it leaves his 
mill. But Governor Warmoth does not burn his bagasse, 
dumping it into the river instead. He stated that in order 
to furnish them the bagasse he would have to remodel his 
mill entirely, and that it would be impossible to give them 
any bagasse until next spring. 


The cist of Fighting Fires in the Adirondacks, 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Watertown, N. Y,, 1903.—The cost of 
fighting fires in the Adirondacks this year has been so heavy 
that boards of supervisors in‘ the northern counties are 
compelled to seek some means of relief from such burdens 
in the future. Under the present laws the expenses for 
fighting fire must be paid from town and county funds, 
even when fires are on State lands. 


December 8, 


This year the worst 
fires were on lands owned by individuals, though located 
within the limits of what is designated as the forest pre- 
serve. They have resulted in the presentation of big bills 
to the boards of supervisors and an increase in the local 
tax rate sufficient to stagger the average county legislator. 
St. Lawrence County, which was hit about as hard as any 
of the forest preserve counties, a short time ago started 
the movement to shift the burden by passing a resolution 
asking its representatives in the Legislature to favor legis- 
lation requiring the State to pay all bills for fighting fires. 
The Oneida County supervisors have taken up the matter 
and have passed a similar resolution. Before the several 
boards of supervisors complete their work this year it is 
probable that similar resolutions will be passed in nearly 
all the northern counties. It is argued that the policy of 
the State in the matter makes it incumbent on the State to 
look after forest fires and that a town or county should 
not be burdened with any of the expense of doing what is 
for the benefit of the State at large. Whether the action 
of the board of supervisors will bring the desired relief or 
not remains to be seen, but taxpayers in many Northern 
New York towns hope it may, for they have felt that 
they are hard hit since the bills began to come in for audit, 
notwithstanding the fact that they will get a rebate of one 
half from the State later on. B.

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ELECTRIC BLEACHING. 


The Kellner Electrolyzer—Am Imprevement by Dr. Octtle 
—Description of the Apparatus and Its 
Method of Working. 








The electroiytic production of sodium-hypochlorite, for- 
merly also called “Eau de Labarraque,” is based upon the 
decomposition of chloric alkalines, during which operation 
the elements gathering at the anodes and cathodes are in- 
timately mixed together. The underlying principle which 
governs the construction of the many different electrical 
bleaching apparatuses rests upon the circumstance alone 
that in the electrolytic process certain disturbing factors 
arise which by said construction are avoided in various 
ways. 

In the main the result of the electrolytic process is the 
separation of common table salt—sodium chloride—into so- 
dium and chlorine, the former becoming almost immedi- 
ately caustic soda, while the chlorine, combining with the 
caustic, forms the sodium hypochlorite. 

Now the disturbing factors are those which arise from 
the further application of the electric current, for, under 
the continued electric action, the secondary decomposition of 
water takes place, and the hydrogen thus freed will reduce 
a part of the hypochlorite to common salt again, so that 
at most only about 12.5 parts of active chlorine per litre of 
solution will be obtained. But even this quantity of chlo- 
rine is subject to further attack; for the chlorine produced 
at the anodes, working upon the hypochlorite, will form hy- 
pochlorous acid and finally chlorate will result. 

In the construction, then, of any apparatus for the manu- 
facture of electrolytic bleaching fluid effort must be made 
to minimize those conditions which are calculated to aug- 
ment the formation of sodium chloride or any chlorates; 
and since any increase in the témperature of the electro- 





lytes causes a corresponding diminution in the yield of the 
hypochlorite, there must also be some provision for keep- 
ing the temperature down or cooling the apparatus. 

There are reproduced herewith from Erfindungen and 
Ehrfahrungen some illustrations, of which Figs. 1 and 2 
show an appiiance constructed by Kellner. It consists of a 
trough T closed with a cover D. Along the long sides of 
this trough are arranged a series of slots not directly op- 
posite one another. These slots serve to hold in place the 
electrodes, which consist of meta! plates covered with a 
plating of platinum. Their free ends extend toward, but 
do not touch, the opposing sides. The first and last plate 
project out of the top and form the positive and negative 
poles P. The fluid to be decomposed enters at R and 
passes out at Re Thus, divided into a series of cells, the 
electrodes operate in a manner such that one side serves as 
an anode while the other becomes the cathode. The brine 
flows quickly through the trough, circulating through each 
cell in its passage. If instead-of metal plates carbon elec- 
trodes be used, the rapid corrosion and falling away of the 


carbon will necessitate the filtering of the bleaching fluid; 
for this reason most of the Kellner appliances are supplied 
with platinum covered electrodes or at the very least with 


one side thus covered. 

Upon this electrolytic trough Kellner himself has effected 
an improvement by providing the electrodes with points 
and adding a cooling coil. This so called “pointed elec- 
trolyzer” consists of a trough of hard rubber containing a 
number of electrodes corresponding to the tension of the 
current used. Hard rubber plates liberally provided with 
platinum pins form the electrodes and from their appear- 
ance are called “brush electrodes.” They are grouped so as 
to obtain the greatest possible surface for the weight of 
platinum used, as well as to admit of currents of higher 
tension and also to reduce the polarization to a minimum. 


Similar in principle to the Kellner device is the apparatus 
constructed by Dr. Oettle. This exhibits some innovations. 
Fig. 3 shows Kellner’s, while in Fig. 4 the improvement due 
to Dr. Oettle is exhibited. 

In the older device the negative electrode is a plate of 
lead; all the others are composed of a prepared mass simi- 
lar to carbon. Two thick plates inserted vertically compose 
the positive clectrode, while the intermediate plates are 
placed horizontally and are only 1 centimetre thick. These 





latter do not fill out the whole space assigned to them, for 
each group of plates rests upon an insulating strip which 
raises it some little distance from the bottom, while it 
is cut out similarly at the top, so that the virtual top of 
the electrode is slightly below the surface of the liquid. 
Patents have been granted Dr. Oettle for this arrangement, 
for which he claims a double benefit: In the first place, at 
the bottom of every trough a dead or inactive space is 
formed mto which the slime and other impurities of the de- 
naturized salts collect and remain without harming the elec- 
trolyzer until the next cleansing; secondly, the electrodes 
will thus be held entirely under the fluid, so that the bub- 
bles of chlorine which form even on the uppermost edge of 
the plate must pass through some of the fluid) which means 
that they are absorbed. Accordingly this appliance is in- 
odorous, for the surrounding atmosphere is not laden with 
the fumes of free chlorine. 

The brine used as the electrolyte should test out from 
4° to 6° Baumé. It enters into the first cell and passes 
in a vertically serpentine course successively through each 
cell, that is, under the first, up and over the next, down and 
under, and so on, until in the last cell the outflow is 
reached ; whence it issues as a complete bleaching lye to be 
caught in the collecting vat, where the small impurities 
evéntually settle. From this vat it is drawn off for use. 

Both at the entrance and at the exit of the brine is 
placed a thermometer, by which not exactly the specific 
gravity but at all events the chlorine contents is deter- 
mined. In its passage through the electrolyzer the brine is 
not only chemically decomposed but suffers an elevation 
of temperature. Experience teaches that a certain amount 
of hypochlorite contained in the escaping fluid corresponds 
to a certain rise in its temperature; hence by noting the 
difference between the incoming and the outgoing tempera- 
tures the flow of the brine may be set and regulated. 

In Fig. 3 there is shown the electrolyzer mounted upon a

stand, swinging upon trunnions which permit it to rotate by 
means of the dipping handle. When the stop pin is re- 
moved the trough may be tipped sufficiently to decant the 
contents, and with a hose and clean water the trough, to- 
gether with each individual] cell, may be thoroughly cleansed 
conveniently and without taking out. This adjustment af- 
fords easy access to the plates; any worn out one may be 
readily replaced, the trough reset and the machine is im- 
mediately ready for the next operation. 


Since these composite electrodes, with proper treatment 
and under daily use, will last for six :conths or longer, 
the changing of plates does not often occur; which means 
that the regular routine of production will seldom be inter- 
rupted; nor will the running expenses be great, for the 
price of these electrodes is very low. 

The apparatus described is made in sizes agreeing with 
the work they have to perform, as also according to the cur- 
rent. The tensions vary from 65, 110, 120, 220 to 240 volts, 
because many manufacturers desire to connect the machine 
up with their regular lighting plant. 

A size for which there is considerable demand has a ca- 
pacity of 3 cubic metres of lye every ten hours, with 3 g. 
of chlorine per litre, making a total of 9 kilograms of 
chlorine. To accomplish this it requires a current of 45 
amperes at 110 volts; consequently for this degree of con- 
centration an energy equal to 7.5 horse power hours per 
kilogram of bleaching chlorine is nceded. The salt solution 
stood at between 4° and 6° Baumé. This did well enough 
for cotton, but by degrees greater demands were made 
upon the machines, new bleaching processes were disclosed, 
new materials, such as paper, pulp and cellulose, must be 
whitened; and they were much more difficult to handle 
than cotton. In a word, the lye must contain § g., 8 g., 
yes, even 10 g. of chlorine per litre. 

The first thought was to cause the brine to pass more 
slowly through the electrolyzer, but this was impracticable, 
because, by reason of the higher temperature, instead of hy- 
pochlorite an excess of chlorates was formed, which was of 
no value for bleaching. Something had to be done to main- 
tain the temperature of the electrolyte at a certain and 
most favorable degree. In order to supply the apparatus 
with a continuous flow of properly cooled brine without the 
use of any extraneous mechanical power, Dr. Oettle con- 
ceived the arrangement as shown in Fig. 4, which is the 
subject of the German I:mperial Patent No. 114,739. The 
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troughlike electrolyzer, Fig. 3, is, according to Fig. 4, built 
right in the collecting vat. The individual chambers or 
cells are closed to each other, but by openings at the bot- 
tom communicate with the contents of the vat. Besides this 
each cell has an overflow pipe near the upper edge which 
likewise opens into the vat. The vat is now filled with 
brine till it reaches the overflow pipes both inside and out- 
side of the electrolyzer. When the current is turned on 
liquid in each,cell rises, foaming violently, and flows con- 
stantly through the overflow pipes, sucking after it new 
brine through the holes in the bottom. The collecting vat 
and the electrolyzer now form a system of communicating 
vessels wherein the first forms a heavy column of brine, 
while the opposing weight consists of a mixture of brine 
and bubbles of hydrogen. This latter, of course, is spe- 
cifically much lighter, and in order to maintain the equi- 
librium in the cells there will be an effort to increase the 
height of the column, which is, however, prevented by 
the overflow pipes. 

As long, then, as hydrpgen is liberated the hydrostatic 
equilibrium cannot exist, and the brine will continue to be 
driven through the cells in a very lively manner. The 
activity of the hydrogen bubbles discloses the lively cir- 
culation going on in the brine and the consequent mixing 
in the vat, which is greatly assisted by placing the out- 
flow as far as possible from the inlet. As a matter of fact, 
tests show that throughout the whole working period there 
is very little variation in the contents of the brine taken at 
different places, which is but another proof of the superior 
effectiveness of the device. There is, moreover, a cooling 
coil placed in the collecting vat, which keeps the salt solu- 
tion below 24° C. 

Since this cooling. water is perfectly clean and may there- 
fore be used for any other purpose, and since all factories 
making use of bleaching apparatus consume great quan- 
tities of water, by the introduction of such an arrange-

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CANADIAN PULP WOOD. 


Hon, S. N. Parent on the Question of Whether the United 
States Is Dependent on the Dominion 
for Her Supply. 








In a recent United States consular report appears the 
following, prepared in the Bureau of Statistics, Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor: 

“When the pulp wood problem and the possible policy 
of his department were under discussion in the Legislative 
Assembly of Quebec, the Hon. S. N. Parent, Prime 
Minister. answered the arguments advanced by those 
opposed to the continuation of the policy of the Govern- 
ment. Unusual interest was aroused by the minister’s 
opposition to an increase in the export duty on timber 
and its products, to be in force until 1910. By an order 
in council, dated August 17, 1894, the duty on pulp wood 
was advanced from 25 cents to 40 cents a cord, while a 
reduction of 15 cents a cord was made on wood manu- 
factured in the Province of Quebec. Opposition to this 
led to a change that put the duty at 40 cents a cord with- 
out distinction. On January 18, 1900, an order in coun- 
cil was passed putting the duty at $1.90 per cord, with a 
reduction of $1.50 per cord on wood manufactured in the 
Province. June 1, 1901, the Government put the duty 
at 65 cents a cord of 128 cubic feet, with 25 cents off when 
the pulp was manufactured in the Dominion. There are 
parties in Canada who advocate the higher schedules in 
order to make it more difficult for Americans to obtain 
Canadian woods for pulp. Among other things Mr. 
Parent said: 

“It is claimed that the Americans would pay $1.90 per 
cord just as willingly as they would pay 65 cents, because 
they are in need of our wood. This might be the case 
were it not possible for them to obtain a supply from the 
holders of lots under letters patent, from the seigneuries, 
from New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, and even from 
Ontario, at a lower price. We must not lose sight of the 
policy of retaliation, which in the hands of the Americans 
might prove a serious menace to the exportation of pulp 
from this Province. The same conditions might prevai! 
with regard to manufactures. We shall never be able to 
force the Americans to open up manufactories in our midst 
so long as it is possible for them to obtain raw material 
elsewhere than from our Crown lands. , : 

“Before I dispose of the American question it may not 
be inopportune to dispel an illusion under which some peo- 
ple appear to be, or would have us believe that they are, 
to the effect that the Americans are at the mercy of the 
Province of Quebec, or rather of Canada, for their supply 
of pulp wood. This is a great mistake, and I here offer 
the proof. 

“According to statistics taken from the last census of the 
United States, 1,986,310 cords of wood were consumed for 
the pulp and paper industries of that country in the year 
1900. Of that amount 369,317 cords came from Canada 

hat is only 18.58 per cent., or less than one-fifth. 

“Moreover, the United States has a forest reserve of 
1,004,406 square miles, which is equal to 37 per cent. of 
the country, not including Alaska. 

“The Canadian pulp wood exported to the United States 
is used up to supply a certain number of mills which are 
not tar removed from the frontier. Others take their sup- 
ply in the United States. Are we to suppose that there is 
no more wood in those large States? Take Maine, a State 
which is very close to us, and let us see. 

“According to the report of the forest commissioner of 
that State, published on the oth of January, 1903, there are 
actually in the forests of Maine 21,239,000,000 feet of 
spruce, not including a large quantity of cedar, poplar, 
&c., and according to the report of Mr. R. S. Hosmer 
(United States Bureau of Forestry) the annual growth in 





the forests of Maine is sufficient to allow, without any 
danger of exhausting the forests, the cutting of 637,000,000 
feet of spruce annually, while the mills actually in oper- 
ation do not use up more than 295,000,000 feet. Seventy- 
nine per cent. of the State of Maine is in forest. 

“I have spoken of the forests of Maine because they are 
close to us, but statistics to the same effect exist in re- 
spect to the States of Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 


Oregon, &c. : : 

he American, then, has at home the raw material and is 
not at our mercy. This is not all. They have, besides, 
the forests of New Brunswick, those of Nova Scotia, aud 
particularly those of Newfoundland, which it is almost im- 
possible to exhaust. They also have Ontario, which, not- 
withstanding what has been said, supplies a large quantity 
in addition to that which the proprietors of lots under let- 
ters patent and seigneuries can supply in the Province of 
Quebec. ; 

“No, we have not unduly alienated our domain, but we 
have endeavored to derive as large a profit as possible from 
our resources. What, then, do our opponents wish us to do 
with all this wood, which is only fit for the pulp industry? 
Perhaps they desire us to wait until a material is discov- 
ered which might take its place or until a new method has 
been adopted? The American Lumberman of February 21, 
1903, announced the opening of a large paper mill in Or- 
ange, Tex., which employed for its raw material the waste 
pieces of yellow pine, which is found in very large quanti- 
ties in the Southern States. This new mill buys this waste 
material at $1 per ton and has already sufficient to supply 
its mill for one year. The Southern States will therefore 
be able to do without Northern spruce in the future, which 
costs them $12 per ton, and an immense market is thus lost 
for our pulp wood. Besides this, the United States produces 
cotton, hemp, jute, Indian millet and corn, all of which con- 
tain fibre suitable for paper; and it is rich in pulp wood, 
concerning which Professor Sargent, in the Tenth Census 
of the United States, describes numerous kinds—for exam- 
ple, marsh pine, fir, —. birch, sweet gum, cotton, maple, 
cypress and willow. have in my possession in the lands 
department samples of fine paper manufactured from corn 
and from yellow pine waste; also samples of pulp made of 
rice straw and of bagasse. The whole question consists in 
finding economic methods of converting these materials into 
paper pulp. Even as late as last year 99 per cent. of the 
manufacturers maintained that it was impossible to make 
pulp from yellow pine. The success of the Orange Com- 
pany, which today supplies the papet from which the South- 
ern papers are printed, proves the manufacturers were 
wrong. How do we know that our ingenious neighbors 
will not discover something new in the near future? To 
refuse to sell our pulp wood under the pretext that our 
rivals will always have need of it would be positive folly. 
It is a manna which passes, but will not always remain. 
Our policy is to benefit by it while it lasts, for before long 
it may possibly be too late. 

“Again, were the American market closed to us, we should 
only have the European market. Now, what is the situa- 
tion at this moment? The prices in Europe for pulp wood 
are weak, and the manufacturers of Norway and Sweden— 
our competitors on the English market—were compelled to 

“duction to a considerable extent; and our 
opponents desire that we prohibit exportation of raw ma- 
terial to the United States at a moment when the demand 
from Europe is decreasing, and thus take away from thou- 
sands of settlers an industry from which they derive a good 
revenue. This would be a fault which the Government 
will not commit.” 


May Locate Mill at Shawinigan Falls.

SHAWINIGAN Fats, Canada, December 5, 1903.—Rep- 
resentatives of the Self Closing Bag and Paper Com- 
pany, of Nashua, N. H., have been looking over Shawini- 
gan Falls and vicinity in order to decide whether or not 
to establish pulp paper mills here. This New Hampshire 
company is composed entirely of French-Canadians domi- 
ciled in the New England States. Its capital is $500,000. 
The members of it who formed the party to examine con- 
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ditions at Shawinigan Falls were J. T. Lord, of Nashua, 
N. H.; W. E. Cloutier and Elie Rop, of Lewiston, Me. 
With them on the inspection was L. A. Lord, represent- 
ing the Crown Lands Department of Quebec, and Dr. 
A. Jutras, of Three Rivers. J. T. Lord is a son of L. A. 
Lord. A report favorable to the project is likely to be 
made to the directors.

ment as this they could reduce their expense for water to 
that required for the making of the brine alone. 

When discussing this up to date bleaching method the 
talking point is the cheapness of production, and yet some 
paper makers have not found this true in every case. At- 
tention has been so generally drawn to the electric bleach 
not solely because it can be applied at less cost than other 
methods, but because it has forced the introduction of 
many hitherto unknown innovations into the plants for 
bleaching paper pulp. 

The electric bleach has brought to the front the proof 
that the bleaching liquid can be produced in machines 
which take up little floor space, require very small ex- 
penditure of power and above all furnish the fluid by a 
continuous process. More patently to illustrate this asser- 
tion there is given the following example with figures. A 
modern plant for producing bleaching fluid, consisting of a 
Dalheim salt dissolver and two tanks, of which the upper 
one is for mixing and the lower one for retaining the 
fluid, has a capacity every twenty-four hours of 15,000 
litres of chloride of lime solution containing 250 kilograms 
of bleaching chlorine. The tanks, the machines for dis- 
solving the chloride of lime, the stirring mechanism, the 
piping, &c., require a floor space of 35 square metres. 
That 15 cubic metres of water is necessary is part of the 
calculation, of which eagh litre dissolves 50 grams of chlo- 
ride of lime (35 per cent.). In this bleaching fluid there

are, then, per litre — = 17.5 g. of active chlorine. 
2 

trasted with this plant of huge dimensions there is shown 
in Fig. 5 a combination for the production of an electro- 
lytic bleaching fluid which turns out the liquid so rapidly 
that all the bleaching fluid needed may be continually 
drawn off without waiting for any stock to collect. The 
whole operation can be brought to a standstill instantly 
and as quickly started. Such a plant will produce daily 
250 kilograms of active chlorine. A 10 per cent. solution 
of rock salt is decomposed, requiring 1,400 kilograms of 
salt every twenty-four hours, which is equivalent to 5.6 
kilograms of salt to 1 kilogram of chlorine. Eighty kilo- 
watts of current are necessary, or 120 effective horse power. 
Knowing the price of salt per ton and the cost of the cur- 
rent per horse power it will be easy to discover that this 
process is about 35 per cent. cheaper than with the usual 
methods. A single mass of 5,000 kilograms of paper pulp 
remains from thirty to forty hours in the acid bath, and 
this even in some of the best equipped factories. Electric 
bleach has many improvements in this particular to offer. 
An electric process has been worked out whereby the pulp 
in one and the same mill may be subjected alternately to 
the action of the chlorine and the soda and a product of 
sparkling whiteness obtained, at the same time making it a 
continuous process.

Brimstone Situation. 


The lower prices quoted for brimstone 
during the past two weeks, says the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter, have attracted 
considerable attention, and as this was 
somewhat unexpected, the causes leading 
thereto have generally under- 
stood, as there is no change in the condi- 
tions abroad. The shipments have been 
very light during the fall, many of those 
booked for September having been de- 
ferred for reasons heretofore fully ex- 
plained, and as later freight became avail- 
able the loadings were large, but some of 
these cargoes failed to reach this side in 
proper time, and consequently some 25,000 
tons arrived so late that canal and lake 
transportation was not available and conse- 
quently other outlets were sought, the re- 
sult being a drop in prices. It is believed 
that these late arrivals have now all been 
placed and the situation is somewhat im- 
proved. Had the shipments not been de- 
ferred and the cargoes arrived before the 
close of canal and lake navigation they 
would have been forwarded at once and 
would have had no effect on the market and 
would probably have attracted no special 


not been 
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ittention. The result is, however, that 
buyers’ wants are now pretty well supplied, 
and there is practically no demand. As 
there are only moderate supplies to come 
forward during the balance of the year, 
there will probably be no further surplus, 
and certainly no such conditions as have 
prevailed during the past two or three 
weeks. The shipments from Sicily to the 
United States during October amounted to 
Over 19,500 tons, and during the first ten 
months of the current year they reached 
49,100 tons. The shipments during October 
of last year amounted to only 9,000 tons, 
while for the period of ten months they 
exceeded 51,000 tons. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that while the total shipments this 
year were smaller a _ disproportionate 

amount was shipped in October. The stocks 
in Sicily at the close of October were 322,- 
800 tons, against 310,200 tons at same time 
last year. Notwithstanding this increase in 
stocks the primary markets continue very 
firm, the price named for future shipments 
showing no change, and consequently the 
price for future arrivals has not been af- 
fected by

PAPER.—Store trade with the dealers in Book and 
Writing papers has been quite good the past week. The 
explanation of the increased activity is to be found in the 
publication at this time each year of annual statements, 
prospectuses, announcements, catalogues, &c. But while 
the demand for paper in small lots has been somewhat bet- 
ter than in previous weeks mill orders and large business 
out of stock has not improved. In the Manila trade, on 
the other hand, complaints are heard that the demand is 
not up to the average for this season. There is, of course, 
a large movement in Manilas previous to the holidays, but 
this year general retail business is evidently not as good as 
it has been for the past few years. The consumption of 
Manilas is therefore not as heavy as the dealers had 
hoped for. Because of the rather slow demand for Ma- 
nilas this fall the manufacturers, as a rule, have not been 
rushed with orders. At present, therefore, the mill situ- 
ation in Manilas is none too strong. Some of the man- 
ufacturers, it is said, are looking for orders a little more 
eagerly than formerly. With the mills located in the 
State of Maine the story is different, as low water and a 
shortage in ground wood has forced them to cut down 
their production of paper considerably. Should these con- 
ditions continue for many weeks, as now seems likely, the 
market in Manilas will, no doubt, be stiffened in conse- 
quence. From reports received from Northern New York 
it seems that the manufacturers in that section are also 
troubled with low water and lack of pulp. The supply of 
pulp wood in sight is also said to be short. This shortage 
has had considerable effect on the News market, so the 
manufacturers report, as it forced them to close their mills 
for a week in order that they might accumulate a supply of 
pulp. The shutdown of the News mills has not as yet 
affected the asking price of News, which is about 2.40c. on 
current business. Book papers are reported fairly steady, 
although it is hinted that some manufacturers are inclined 
to make slight concessions on prices. Boards are in mod- 
erate demand at the new prices. Tissues continue scarce 
and high. We quote:

WOOD PULP.—The low state of the streams in Maine, 
New York and Canada las, no doubt, curtailed the pro- 
duction of ground wood. The absence of heavy rains be- 
fore cold weather set in has left many of the pulp mills 


with insufficient power to keep all their grinders going. 


In a few places down in Maine it is said that the water 
is very low indeed, and as it is too late in the season for 
further rains the situation looks critical for the manufac- 
turers affected. But perhaps those who are short of pulp 
might be able to supply their wants, provided they are will- 
ing to pay a high price. Whether there is much ground 
wood for sale is a question. One thing is certain, however, 
and that is, that practically no pulp has been offered for 
sale for weeks. In the absence of sales its market value 
is difficult to determine. 


WOOD FIBRES.—The demand for fibres still continues 
good. No signs of a let-up are as yet discernible. The 
high priced stocks are scarce and high. The shortage in 
the supply of Ground Wood has increased the consump-
